A. Summary of Suggestion 


The suggester devised an accountability form for ORR' s Agency 
telephone directories to comply with the requirements of BlhiiMWBW 
He also advocated that the form be used Agency-wide. ORR 
found it to be excellent for establishing individual accountability 
for lost or misplaced Agency phone directories . 


B. Summary of Evaluations 

1. OL rejected adoption of such a form for Agency-wide use 
in November 1962 because it would control only one type of classi- 
fied publication. They use a "Distribution Record" form to control 
phone directories and other classified publications. 

2. OS had no objection to the fora for Agency- wide use. 

3. Records Administration Staff, while making a forms survey 
in ORR, concluded that the suggester' s design was of real benefit 
to ORR, which accounts for about 1,600 directories annually. As a 
result. Standard Fora 2398 (attached) was evolved, which follows 
the suggester' s proposal. This fora was then circulated to all 
Agency Records Officers, tnac^s, consequently, also in use in 
DD/S&T, OP, OBI, FDD, 03, OF, NPIC, Audit Staff, 0/DDS, and 
ONE.

of two galvanized pipe stands bolted into the concrete floor and 
positioned equally on each underside of the table. The pipe stands 
are modified to permit easy removal when It is necessary to lower 
the table to the floor. (Haotographs are attached.) 

B. Summary of Evaluation 

1. The CIA Safety Officer concurred with the suggestion. 

2. OL says that seven tables have been modified by GSA. 
Previously, the tables were hydraulically raised or lowered and did 
not have this special safety feature in the event that the hydraulic 
system failed. Since the overall, weight of the table and accessories 
is about 1,500 pounds, a person working in front of or standing 
against the table could be seriously injured if it dropped suddenly.

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1, A homemade rib composed of a wood block was used to hold 
battery ch ar ger cables when not in use . Cables are 2 to 3 thick 
n nd the hooks were not strong enough. Cables often fell to the 
floor during the day— it was poor housekeeping and a safety (tripping) 
hazard. These cables are used to connect battery recharger equipment 
with the 18 Forklift machines for overnight recharging. 

2. The suggester proposed that the homemade wood blocks be 
replaced with a metal spring type holier and installed adjacent to 
the forklift chargers. This would provide a secure, rigid storage 
aid and give additional protection to the charger cables when not 
in use.

A. Summary of Suggestion 

The suggester proposed that a small ramp be cut into the side- 
walk curb left of the Northeast entrance of Headquarters Building. 

This would enable wheel chair personnel to more easily reach the 
sidewalk from the roadway. 

B. Summary of Evaluation 

1. OL said that Public Buildings Service has completed the 
work. Informal cost estimate was $ 89 . An opening was cut into the 
curb and sidewalk at a safe angle and, well to the left of the entrance 
so as not to interfere with the main flow of traffic at the entrance. 

2. Since the Northeast entrance is at ground level, it is used 
by most paraplegics to gain entrance to Headquarters Building. About 
k to 6 such employees use the entrance daily.

A. Summary of Suggestion 


1. The 20X enlarged prints made! with a 20X condenser and 20X 
lens on 11 ! x 14" paper did not permit full photo coverage. (See 
Tab A. ) 


2. The suggester proposed that when making prints on 11" x l4" 
format that a 10X condenser be used -with the 20X lens system. (See 
Tab B.) 

B. Summary of Evaluation 

1. NPIC adopted this suggestion in October 1964. The 20X en- 
largements previously made from the 10-20-40X Enlarger on 11" x 14" 
paper size did not result in corner to corner coverage. Adoption 
of this suggestion enables the NPIC Photo Lab to meet the requests 
for 11" x 14" size paper with full coverage. 

2. Tie new method enables the Lab to achieve better production 
with more useable area covered. It will enhance the end product for 
briefing board presentation. In several cases, they have been able 
to make one print instead of two to meet the photo request.
